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This paper summarizes the interview at the U.S.P.T.O, on October 2, 2007 between 
Examiner Marsh and Applicants' representatives Michael Bell and Brian Andrea. The interview 
concerned the final Office Action dated July 6, 2007. Specifically, the Examiner's rejection of 
claims 1 and 10 was discussed. Applicants' representatives provided an explanation of the 
present invention and noted the differences between the present invention and the cited 
references. The Examiner suggested claim amendments which he indicated may help delineate 
the present claims fi*om the cited prior art.
